This document contains ridership and service data for all modes of transportation 
operated and/or funded by the MBTA. The purpose of the report is to provide Authority 
staff, consultants, other transit properties and interested members of the public with 
a summary of available data. These data are critical as input to decisions to allocate 
resources to maximize Customer Service. 

"Moving Forward" is designed to provide the user with a "pot pourri" of 
interesting facts extracted from the information contained within the Ridership and 
Service Statistics Report. For example, information is highlighted on those Bus Routes 
and RTL, Green Line and Commuter Rail Stations with the highest daily ridership. Of 
course some information assumes some knowledge of the MBTA not specifically presented 
in the report. Also included are, noteworthy comparisons, useful summaries and details 
about the MBTA that might otherwise have been missed. Twenty-six (26) items presented 
on the following pages represent only a small sample of the analytics aided by this 
report and are offered to illustrate the many complexities of the MBTA operation. We 
hope you find this addition as interesting and informative as we found it to be. 


A. The MBTA district includes 78 communities with a population of 2,608,638. In 
addition, the T provides service to 47 communities outside the district with a 
populacion of 1,457,630.

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MBTA Presidential Bus Service - Bus Routes 230 and 236 stop at the 
birthplace of our second (John Adams) and sixth (John Quincy Adams) 
Presidents on Franklin Street in Quincy. Bus Route 66 stops at the corner 
of Beale St. and Harvard St., Brookline, near the birthplace of John F. 
Kennedy, the thirty-fifth President. Also, Bus Routes 8 and 16 provide 
service for the JFK Library. 


Speaking of Presidents, nearly every community has named a street after our 
first President, with four different Washington Streets in the City of 
Boston alone. Sixty-two MBTA bus routes traverse stretches of 13 different 
Washington Streets or Avenues providing service to 16 cities and towns in 
the MBTA district. 


The doors on the rail cars, Red, Orange and Blue Lines, open over 250,000 
times per weekday or over 82 million times per year.

On average, there are 1,158 bus trips per day through Dudley Station which 
means that there 1s approximately one bus per minute arriving or departing. 


In 1983 the MBTA averaged 517,675 linked passenger trips per weekday for bus 
and rapid transit modes, and in 1990 the average was 605,300. This 


represents an increase of 16.9 percent over that eight-year period.

Burlington was the 
latest addition and it started in November of 1988. The STP served 607,394 
passengers in FY'90.

THE RIPE as the Authority's paratransit program and is available in 44 of 
the 78 MBTA communities. In FY'90, THE RIDE provided 328,683 passenger 
trips. That's up 24 percent over 1989. On a daily basis THE RIDE averaged 
1,049 trips per day in 1990 and 827 in 1989, up 27 percent. 


all: 


Systemwide revenue mileage for 1989 was 47,856,600 miles, more than any year 
in the past two decades. The rapid transit revenue miles are responsible for 
the recent increase due to the introduction of 6-car trains in 1987. 


Rapid transit and bus revenue has increased 22 percent since 1985. In 1985 
fare revenue was $104,542,748 and in 1990 fare revenue was $127,492,124. 
Approximately 36 percent of all fare revenue generated comes from the Pass 
Program. The Subway and Combo passes make up 77.6 percent of all pass 
sales. 


Commuter Rail revenue has increased 107 percent since 1985. In 1985 
Commuter Rail fare revenue was $16.1 million and in 1990 fare revenue was 
$33.3 million. Commuter Rail ridership has increased 70 percent since 1985. 
In 1985 there were 11.3 million passengers, and in 1990 there were 19.2 
million passengers. During this same time period, the average weekday 
ridership increased 73 percent, from 42,500 to 73,600 passengers per day. 
In 1990 52 percent of commuter rail ridership traveled from points north of 
Boston, while 48 percent traveled from points south of Boston.

On the Commuter Rail System there is an average of 372 weekday train trips, 
162 weekend train trips and 73,600 commuter rail passengers per day. Fifty- 
four locomotives and 303 coaches provide service over the 490 miles of 
track. 


The MBTA operates 28 bus routes exclusively with lift equipped buses. Lift 
bus routes allow passengers in wheelchairs to easily board or alight a bus, 
not practical on a conventional bus. Out of 101 Commuter Rail stations, 34 
are handicap accessible. On the Rapid Transit Lines, 26 stations are 
nandicapeaccessible out of 51 stations.

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X. The Commuter Rail system stretches 49.5 miles north to Fitchburg Station, 
43.6 miles south to Providence Station, and 21.4 miles west to Framingham 
Seat lor. 


Y. Parking revenue from transit and commuter rail lots has grown from $1.9 
Teme oan tomos.2 Million in FY'S89, an increase of 68 percent. In 
FY'90 parking revenue nearly doubled to $6.3 million due to the $1 transit 
parking fee increase that took effect on November 1, 1989, and the new Sl 
commuter rail parking fees that were implemented at 13 commuter rail lots 
from December 1989 to June 1990.

FARES AND REVENUE 


FARES 


Bus, Rapid Transit and Green Line Services 


The MBTA employs a zoned fare structure. The basic adult cash fares are 75 
Cenmtseicr rapid transit andectbwayeGreen bine service, and 50 cents for trackless 
trolley and local bus service. The rapid transit lines are divided into three 
zones, with the maximum one-way fare at $1.50. There are zoned fares on some local 
bus routes and a range of fares on express bus routes. Fares on the surface portion 
of the Green Line are paid on the inbound direction only and range from 75 cents to 
olin 54 


The MBTA also offers a number of discount and reduced fares to eligible riders. 
Riders can purchase a variety of prepaid monthly passes for unlimited 
transportation. The elderly (65 and over) and persons with disabilities pay 10 
cents for local bus and rapid transit service, and one-half the adult fare for 
express and zoned bus trips beyond the local area. Children under the age of 5 
travel free of charge. Children between the ages of 5 and 12 pay half fare at all 
times. Students in kindergarten through 12th grade pay half fare during school 
hours if they have proper identification. Students can also obtain monthly passes 
from their schools. 


The majority of fares are paid as passengers board buses and trolleys; however, 
there are certain trolley routes where passengers pay upon exiting when traveling 
outbound. Passengers pay as they enter rapid transit stations and also pay an 
additional fare as they leave the Zone 3 rapid transit stations (Quincy Adams and 
Braintree). In rapid transit stations, tokens are deposited before passengers pass 
through full fare turnstiles. At least two turnstiles per station are equipped to 
read electronically the prepared passes (not including student passes). Those who 
pay reduced fares or no fare use the turnstiles at the collector's booth. Gatemen's 
boxes, which allow passengers paying any type of fare to pass through, are open in 
several stations (primarily at peak travel times). 


Commuter Rail Service 


The MBTA commuter rail routes are operated by Amtrak under a zoned fare 
Structure. The system is divided into 12 zones with a maximum one-way fare at 
95.25. Interzone travel is allowed, and the fare is based upon the number of zones 
traveled. The maximum interzone one-way fare is $3.50. 


The MBTA offers a number of discount and reduced fares to eligible riders, 
senior citizens, students, persons with special needs and children, provided that 
proper identification is displayed upon boarding. The blind and children under the 
age of 5 when accompanied by an adult travel for free. Riders can purchase a 
variety of prepaid monthly passes for unlimited rides through the zone identified on 
the pass. They may also transfer free to all MBTA rapid transit and bus lines and 
an accompanying guest of the passholder may travel free on Sundays. Monthly passes 
are sold 10 days before the commencement of the month for which the pass is valid 
and no later than 15 days into the same month. 


Cie wepecpaltdetaueuoortroncmimelude 12-ride tickets, 10 ticket multi-ride packs, 
family passes and group ticket purchases. 


Tickets may be purchased on board from conductors and assistant conductors. 
However, a 50-cent surcharge is added when tickets are available for sale at the 
boarding station during hours when those outlets are open.
